The "Burr Ridge Police Association" is essentially a local affiliate of the police union that represents the 
Burr Ridge Police Dept. Corporals and Sergeants. Burr Ridge personnel are strictly prohibited from 
participating in these solicitations.

Postal Delivery Problem with Water Bills 
 
We learned this week that there was a widespread problem with the Post Office concerning delivery of 
our water bills. Numerous residents reported that they had received their water bills 2-3 weeks after they 
were mailed out. The Finance Department will be discussing this issue with the Post Office to find out 
what happened. In the meantime, we will extend the due date for water bills for one week, making the 
new due date December 14. 
 
Village Receives Official Notice of Water Rate Increase 
 
The Village received a letter from Lawrence Gryczewski, the attorney for the Village of Bedford Park, 
indicating that his community has passed an Ordinance setting a new water rate schedule, which will take 
effect on January 1, 2012. The good news is that Bedford Park did not pass along the full 25% increase, 
but only 25% on the cost of water, which reduces the overall increase to approximately 16%. The Water 
Committee will be meeting on Monday, December 12, at 6:00 p.m., prior to the Board meeting, to 
continue their discussion on a proposed water rate increase that we anticipate will occur at the first Board 
meeting in January.
